The Trans-Atlantic IUi.loo.n.— The 
colossal balloon wtiich lias for some tiire 
been in course of coiislruclion at Holiokeii 
for Mr. T. S. Carliiicoutt Lowe, for his in- 
tended aerial voyage lo Eprope, was taken 
to Reservoir square, in New York, on Satur- 
day for inflation. The Commercial Adver- 
tiser furnishes the following! desbription of 
the balloon : 

"The Air Ship when inflated and in order 
will resemble an ordinary balloon, with ex- 
ception of the appendages to the car. The 
car is s basket or wicker work, six feet in 
diameter and four feet deep, having an ;ip- 
pcrture in the bottom, about two teet in 
diameter, through which to pass to ihii 
boat beneath. The cords which attach this 
car to the balloon pass up to a hoop, some 
six or eight feet above, and are covered with 
canvas, so as to make a wall, having win- 
dows cut in it. This inclosure is to protect 
the passengers from the cold. In this car 
will also be placed 11 lime stove, and tht-; 
provisions for the voyayt.'. .At a distance 
of some twenty feel below the car, the boat 
will be suspended. This is one of Francis' 
Melalio Life boats, thirty feet long, eight 
feet beam and four feet deep. In this will 
be placed the caloric engine and the 
maohiuerv, consisting of a propeller, rudder, 
&c. 

The balloon itself is one hundred antl 
sixty-two feet in diameter, and has a ca- 
pacity for eight hundred and twelve thous- 
and cubic feet of gas. The gas will lie 
supplied from the street mains. It is esti- 
mated that the inllatioii will occupy some 
twelve days. A high fence has been erected 
around the square to. prevent 'dead heydi' 
from seeing without paying for the Iu.vury.' 

It is said that eight persons will probably 
start in%e "City of New Yoik," as the aerial 
ship is called, on her proposed trans-atlan- 
tic trip. 

John Wise, the distinguished balloonist, 
has recently written a letter to the Now 
York Tribune, in which he warmly defends 
his theory of a regular eastern current of 
ait«tatt.elevation of threo miles. He says: 
"I first discovered, twenty years ago, that 
within a three miles elevation, balloons 
could be directed eastward, deviating from 
that line, and soon thereafter demonstrated 
the fact l)y doing the thing a number of 
times, orce from Carlisle to Lancaster, Pa., 
twice from New York to Lancaster, oneu 

• from' Springfield to Columbus, 0,, once 
from Auburn to Syracuse, N. Y., and onco 
from Bradford, Vt., to Great Fall.s, N. H — 
in all these cases, by premeditation. I had 
never then read the detailed theory of trade 
winds, but was simply learned by facts— 
always good instructors. Since that tunc

Si.AVK Rkvoi.t. — One aspect of lliese 
slave revolts, which has (iften proscntcii 
itself to our minds, has been inipres.sed 
upon us with renewed force by the circum- 
stances of the Harper's Ferry stampede. It 
is the panic by which they must ever be ac- 
companied. No matter how slight the spark, 
the apparent combustion is terrific. Old 
Brown, with his score of followers, has set 
the entire coinmonwealih in conunotion, 
and arrested the gaze of the worUI. The 
same number of men, with the same means 
anywhere else, might have been supprc-^u'd 
by the ordinary police of a villai^e. In a 
.slave eomniunity tliey reiiuiio the interposi- 
tion of Governois, Presidents, niaiines, 
millita and mobs. The fancied danger 
transcends the real danger. A spectre 
always stalks behind tlie incendiary, of en- 
ormous and shadowy preportions ; not one 
spectre only, but a troop of spectres ; such a 
caravan as Freiligrath describes in his poem 
of the ilesert, when the sand-wreaths siiein 
to twirl into fearful shapes, and legions of 
dusky warriors come pressing onward in 
terrible array. The pilgrim trembles, ami 
the very camels and horses grow frantic, 
because they jfear the bursting of the 
Simoon. — F. Post. 

[O^ Fred. Douglas, havin:^ been ai'cused 
of assisting John Brown in the Harper's 
Ferry insurrection, denies the charge in a 
letter to a Rochester paper, and says : 

.My fi' Id of labor for the abolition of .slav- 
ery has not extended to an attack upon the 
United States Ar-i(Mial. In the teeth of the 
documents already pnblisluul, I afiirni that 
no man connected with that insurrection, 
from its noble and heroic leader down, can 
connect my name with a single, broken 
promise of any .sort whatever. So much I 
deem it proper lo say neuatively. 

The lime lor ;i full slalemenl of what I 
know, and of all I know, of this desperate 
but sublimely disinterested effort to eman- 
cipate the slaves of Maryland and Virginia 
from their cruel task-inaslers, has not yet 
come, and may never come. In the denial 
which 1 have ikjw made, inv motive is more 
a respectful conM'leratioii for the opinion- 
of the slaves' friends, than Iroin niy fear ol 
being maile an accomplice in the general 
conspiracy against slavery. lam ever ready 
to write, speak, publish, organize, combine, 
and even lo conspire against slavery, when 
there is a reasonable hope for success."

Officials in the Assembly. 

Vi'u Iiuvo Ijoforo stilted timt tlit- politics of 
now coiiuti'ieH mi^^ht to be lulinited to thoir 
oireumstiincos. Tliut wo oannot uot wiaoly in 
Ijorrowing tlie iisugos from older countries 
thatare unsuitod to our condition. In ap- 
plying the dootririb to this colony in yiow of 
a general election, wo ask, would it bo siifc 
and politic to allow ofrioin.ls roooiving oimdii- 
raonts to bo elected ? Certainly not. View- 
ing it IVum every point, wo are forced 
to the coaelu.-iou tiial tlie rights of the peo- 
ple would theroliy l)ft .jeo|i;irdi7,ed,— ai'.d llie 
inilepniidcin'o oi' the As.seiubly midiiiigercd. 
To iii^i^t on ilie purity luul indopeiidenco of 
tlie As.seiubly is tlio duty uf every elector. 
To secure: that state of things no depend- 
ant on our goverumant should bo returned. 
Thisdootrineniay be at variance with the 
usages of Great Britain, or older British col- 
onies; but our oircumstapces demand its eu- 
forcoraont horo. In the House of Commons, 
composed of six hundred members, tlio licad.s 
of departments are allowed to sit after re- 
nleeti(ni. But then ten or fifteen niitil-tter.s 
arc nothiii;! in comparison with the iiuni- 
bor of independent iiieiubcr.s. So there i.s 
little or no danger to tlie purity or iiidcpeu- 
denco of the C'oiumoiis. In provincial As- 
semblies, iiaving iifiy or seventy-live nieiii- 
ber.s, live or si.\ officials cannot jeopardize 
the independence of the House. Here, how 
ever, wc have only thirteen mombora to elect. 
Three or four paid officials, with three or 
four more non-official members may unite, 
and by that means violate, for their own ag- 
gradizement, the trust reposed in them by 
their constituents. Hence before wc know it, 
largo debts may be contraetcd, and larj^e 
salaries voted away. Honest officials would 
not use power for so corrupt an end. 
But it is wise and .safe that our constitu- 
tional system slionld embrace suoh a series 
of checks and balances, as will act as an 
entire preventive against any such occur- 
rences. Temptation should not be laid in 
the way. Constitutional guariis sliould sur- 
round the representatives of tlio people. For 
sneh we contend, in relation to the constitu- 
tion of the Assembly. Oat aspiring ollicials 
m^ay be as honest as elsewhere. Let it be 
remembered, however, that here they have 
sought office, not for llie honor, as in 
England and older colonies ; but for the 
emoluments. The support of themselves, 
their families, and a competence to retire 
on, is presented as urgently to their attention 
as to private cili/eiis ; but with this diller- 
ence, that their depeiidaiice is on the public 
treasury. Place lliein in the Assembly, and 
it is unreasonable to suppose that they will 
lose siglit of ''number one." The eagerness 
with which the loaves and fishes" are 
sought, is evidenced by two official candi- 
dates., One was sent out with an Attorncy- 
genefalship of British Columbia. That, 
however, was insuffipient to satisfy his cu- 
pidity or ambitioii. Hence a deserving and 
gentlemanly official must be crowded out of 
office in order to place the responsibilities 
of his ollice on tiie shoulders, ami a large 
prospective salary in the pockets, of this ot"- 
ficial aspirant for legislative honors. Thus 
he holds two Attorney-generalships in two 
neighboring colonies, — no matter how pre- 
judicial to the interests ol the colony for 
which ho received the lirst appointment, — 
nor to what extent it is at variance with the 
views of '.he Colonial Ofiice. Can men who 
prove unfaithful to one colony, where sen- 
sible legislation is so much iieeiled, be 
trusted with ihe public purse here, when 
such hankering for odice is visible? Were 
the electors overgrovirn children, one might 
suppose their inexperience would make 
them liable to be bamboozled into elecl'ng 
suoh men. Fortunately the electors are men 
of sense and e.xpiMieiice, and we have no 
doubt that llii'y will cast their votes only for 
men who an; entirely distinct from odiee. 

The other candidati; is llie Treasurer. IJo 
hokk ftumu lour or iimre oliices riilatiiig to 
two Coloiiii!S, He is doubtless a good pub- 
lic servant, liul the question with the [leo- 
ple is nut how good liiis or that oiiicial may 
be ; but is it right to allow paid ollicials to 
have an opportunity of Burjounding them- 
selves with a petty majority^ and vote the 
public money as they please ? Thorough 
business men do business with honest men 
on the same principle that they do with 
those of whose honesty they are doubtful. 
They protect themselves against loss by 
reasonable securities. In ilealing with pub- 
lie allairs our policy sliould be the same. 
Give the people security against loss. In 
this.jSmall Colony, with an Assembly of 
thirtoen members, the best security Ihe elec- 
tors can have that tin: piirie-strings will not 
bti too loose, ^'.ill lie inond in keeping paid 
oiiioiala out of the ABs«mbiy,

The Seventh Session of the Territorial Leg- 
islature convened at Olympia on Monday, Otli 
Inst. From Qovornor Gholson's Mossase 

we extract the following in relation to the 
San Ju;in ali'air : 

For a brief space, "a speck of war" hung, 
metoer like, upon our northern border; but 
thanks bo to wise heads and human hearts, 
it is now below the horizon, and 'tis hop.ed 
will rise no more. 

Descended from a common slock — speak- 
ing the same language ; fraternal feelmg — 
good neighborhood — interest and humanity 
— each forbaile the threatened contest. — 
Now that the danger is pust, (while duly 
ap|ireeiatiiig the high-tonetl iiatriotisin and 
ehivab-v which .'.eemingly exceeded ''the 
riuid rules of right," but which most cer- 
tainly, by procuring a speedy adjustment of 
the long ve.\ed (piestion of title, will result in 
good to the country,) let ns, henceforth, imi- 
tate the generous e.vampleof forbearance set 
us; cultivate reciprocal amenity, promote 
commerce, and scrupulously regard the 
rights of our British neigliburs. 

Charged with the duty of "taking care 
that the laws be faithfully e.xecuted," the 
laio order of Gen. Scott directing the mili- 
tary commander on Jian Juan Island to "al- 
low no person, claiming to be a functionary 
of Washington Territory, to interfere with 
any British subject residing or happening 
to be on the same," was to ine a matter 
of no small surprise and regret. 

Subverting all Tortitorial, and usurping 
as it does, supreme anlhority, it is in eilect, 
so tar as violation of our laws by British 
subjects aie concerned, not only a declara- 
tion of martial law upon that Island, but a 
usurpation of our rights, of precisely the 
same character of those alleged against us 
by the British authorities, which lie pio- 
fessed to be restoring to them ; and is a 
reversal of the fuiidanieiital principles of 
our government, and the genius of our insti- 
tutions, wliich reijuire that the military shall 
everywhere, and at all times be subordinate 
to the civil power. Not believing it possible 
that the instructions to Gen. Scott could 
have authorized or contemplated such a 
proceeding, a communication, (amoim other 
things) protesting against this order and 
asking it.s abrotration, has been I'orvvarded. 

Immediately upon learning Ihe concessions 
made in reference to the occupancy of the 
Island, the Territorial otiicers there, were 
urged to respect the rights of British sub- 
jects, and the 2ourse thought proper, in case 
of a violation of our laws by the la'.ter, sug- 
gested and its ailoption ailviseil. Relying 
upon the well-known intelligence of our 
othcials there, both military and civil, it is 
hoped no collision growing out of the ob- 
no.vious order will occur. 

That under any fair construction of the 
treaty, the Island is ours, is regarded as 
bev-ond ri doubt. Hence no fears of its 
linal surrender are entertained. 

Whether any legislation is necessary for 
tne preservation of peace, and to uphold the 
integrity of the Territory, pending the joint 
oecupmicv, is respeefiil ly suhniitted to your 
superior wisdom.

In former days when' catholioistn was the 
prevailing religion, or rather when papal 
emissaries were so thiokly scattered on the 
faoeof soeiety, as to crush the growth of She 
newly established prbtestaht religion, it was 
thought necessary for the Stale to iiiteifi^ro 
and fostsr that religion in a ;jeGuni;iry poii:l 
of view. But exporienco teaches that 
support is not the proper and appropriutti 
means to encourage the growlli ol religion, 
in a cammunity. Trui^, vith such assiai- 
ance the Church is buih, a stately eililico, 
with its fine tall steepio, and tlie chimes 
to inform the worshippers, on Sabbath morn- 
ings, that it is time to wend their ways to 
the house of worship, The clergyman's 
stipend is punctually met, without any 
pushing or effort on his part, save the trou- 
ble.thatis neoeasary to subscribe his name 
to the receipt for the amount paid liiin. 
The house is built and fiirtiishud, and the 
grounds are laid out, and everything looks 
beautiful. But this whole picture is only a 
while-washed sepulchre and vvheii we looka 
little closer into il, we will be able to see 
that, however beaulifiil the exterior may ap- 
pear, the interior liorritic'- us. We find the 
clergyman in his pulpil, on the ,'>abhath 
morning, going through llie t'onn uf his ser- 
mon with his manuscript before him, and 
from the very close iilteuticu paid to the 
written matter before him, it is very evident 
that he has not recently bestowed much 
Btiidy .over the matter written thereon, and 
the more especially so, when he happens to 
lose hia place oir turn over two pages instead 
of one, in the middle of a sentence. We 
'findthe hearers irregular in their attendance. 
Very little ministerial visitation amongst the 
parishioners, very little interest taken in 
the secular alTairs of the Church by the 
member.'*, and tlie c!ergyin;m pays more at- 
tention (0 his fneailly than his clerical vi.sits 
Altogether, we cau venture to .say, religion 
does not prosper in such a community, lor 
• he is not to be reared up in ease and alilu- 
enoe. As well think of rearing the young 
sapling oak into a stalely and tough tree in 
a waroa .bot-nouse. No, the oak must on- 
eounter the storms of winter and the heat of 
summer — the rain and Ihe sansbiuu— other- 
wise it will fail to be the hardy tree, which 
is the pride of all true English hearts. 

There is an old adagu that habit be- 
comes a second nature." And we have had 
an attempt to thrast a Slato Church on this 
young and poor community, which has, in 
some measure, so far suci-eeded. It will be 
remembered that a short time ago, a letter 
was addressed, by iho IIcy. Mr. Cridge, to 
the Mouse of Assembly, as to ilio continu- 
ance of his engagement with the colony, 
which was sent back tn His Excellency, 
the Governor, a.s llie Assembly did not wi>h 
to take the responsibility of dealing with the 
matter. Within the last two or three days, 
His Excellency has thought fit to deal with 
the matter by ordering the payment of six 
months' stipend to Mr. Cridge, thus begin- 
ning a fresh engagement with him as Colo- 
nial Chaplain. It, therefore, behooves 
every man in the commur ity who is true to 
himself, to risa up willi one voice and cry 
down this evil, by protesiiug in the most 
unqualified manner, against such charges 
bein" placed to the debit of the Colonial 
E.xchequer. 

It is useless to sit down supinely and 
treat this with indifference. The greater 
portion of the evils under which we have 
suiTered in this Colony have been through 
not speakmg our sentiments truly and with 
unmistakable audibility. Why should not 
public meetings be held to express indig- 
nation when any such unpopular measures 
are piished down the throats of the public 1 
■ Why' shoiuld not a protest be drawn up- 
signed and transmitted to the home govern- 
ment—when the L'.vchequor is burdened by 
unnecessary e.\peniiiture ! Were such a 
course pursued in all instances, we should 
have no fear of the Huilson i?ay Company 
getting the con.sent of the Home govcin- 
monl to \)i'<!i enormous r.ci'uirnts of expm- 
dilure, as they would by the means pointinl 
out be forestalled in informalion and at once 
indignantly reject them. But such pro- 
testations would have another effect. They 
would tend to show our rulers that it would 
bo wiser policy to consult public opin.on 
and act up to tliat opmion in all respects. 
Had such a case ocouired in England, of a 
measttca being sent back from the Com- 
mons, without their assent, we venture to 
say that eyen Queen Victoria huisidf wonhl 
not have stretched her prerogative so far 
But would have made the ))ayment out of 
Iter own private purse, il necessary and 
unr-voidabln. And does not our English 
feelings in this portion of the globo tell me 
of British rights and of the inalienable pri- 
lege of speaking freely; and indopendenily 
xnaintaiii^iDg these rights again.si al linva- 
sion, be the invader who hu may.
